Minister Says: 
New Process of 
Oil Separation 
ls Anticipated 


A new dehydration process per- 
fected by the Research Council of 
Alberta is expected greatly to sim- 
plify separation of oil from Bitu- 
mont sands, Hon. W. A. Fallow, 
minister of public works and act- 
ing premier, said Thursday. 

UNTIL NOW there has been a 
good deal of difficulty through 
moisture and other foreign sub- 
stance seeping through with the 
oil, and elimination of this has been 
the purpose of experiments in the 
research council’s laboratories at 
the University of Alberta. 

The result of these experiments 
has reached a stage where the 
council has recommended to the 
provincial government appropria- 
tion of $150,000 for a new unit at 
the Bitumont plant. 

PLANS AND specifications and 
flow sheets are now in the hands 
'of the engineering company in 
charge of construction, the minis- 
ter said, and it is expected that the 
new equipment will be under con- 
struction at an early date. 

A new agreement has been sign- 
ed by the provincial government 
and Oil Sands, Limited, and a 
special warrant for $150,000 has 
been passed authorizing the new 
installation. 

BUT BESIDES the improvement 
on production, the new dehydra- 
tion process is calculated to be 
profitable in such by-products as 
fuel oil, diesel oil and asphalt for 
which there is a considerable mar- 
ket in the north country after sat- 
own require- 


ments, 

THE MINISTER pointed out that 
this. is. within the terms of the 
original agreement between the 
government and the company 
which retains for the former the 
right to carry on experiments of 
any kind through the Research 
Council or others in order to test 
any new process that might be de- 
veloped, or to change the existing 
process, in whole or in part, or 
substitute it by an entirely new 
process and add the cost to the 
purchase price paid by Oil Sands, 
Limited.

CBC Programs 
Well Received 
In U.K., Europe 


VANCOUVER, Jan. 31.—(CP)— 
Canadian short-wave radio broad- 
easts, already heard with great 
power and clarity in Britain and 
throughout Europe, probably will 
he extended during the next year 
to South America, Australia and 
Bouth Afriea, A. Davidson Dunton, 
ehairman ef the Canadian Broad- 
easting Corporation's board of gov- 
e@rnors, announced yesterday in an 
address to the Canadian Club of 
Vancouver. 

“THE PRESENT broadcasts ean 
be heard in Britain and Europe 
better than any others from North 
America,” he said. “We are broad- 
casting to Canadian service person- 
mel etill overseas, to Britain, 
France, Germany, Belgium, Czecho- 
slovakia, and test transmissions to 
South America. And all those who 
Usten get some knowledge, some 
4 naa ing, of present-day Can- 
eda, 

Mr. Dunton said the funds for 
the CBC's international short-wave 
service do not come from listeners’ 
license fees but are separately pro- 
vided by the Federal government, 

THE 33-YEAR-OLD head of Can- 
ada’s national radio outlined the 
growth and basic problems of the 
CBC, ineluding the combination of 
scattered population, vast distances 
and five different time-zones, 

“In the last fiscal year, the CBC 
carried 55,000 network programs. 
Of these, 9,500 were eommercial, 
and 45,500 were non-commercial. Of 
these non-commercials, 3,000 came 
from the United States, 3,000 from 
Britain, and 39,000 were our own, 
produced in Canada”, 

MR. DUNTON said he has never 
heard of any one program that 
everyone likes. “So it becomes a 
matter of trying to build a live, 
shifting pattern of various colors, 
related as closely as can be judged 
fm number, and time, and to the 
Varying needs and tastes and aims 
ef the Canadian public”.

“are to obtain current information 
about the volume of employment 
and unemployment as well as the 
detailed composition of the labor 


lorce. 

“In addition, estimates will be 
available concerning the number 
and characteristics of persons not 
in the labor force such as house- 
wives, students, retired persons and 
people who are too old or unable 
to work.” 

THE SURVEYS, TO BE made 
quarterly, will be based on personal 
interviews “with responsible mem- 
bers of sample households,” be- 
tween 25,000 and 30,000 in number, 
or representing about one per cent 
of the Dominion’s people. They 
“represent an effort to utilize mod- 
ern developments tn sampling tech- 
nique to obtain statistical data on 
the characteristics of the people 
quickly and economically.” : 

It is sometimes known as “area 
sampling” in which the country is 
divided into primary sampling 
units, then stratified, then one unit 
selected from each strata so, for 
example, one would represent the 
dairy farming areas of Ontario and 
another the wheat farming areas 
of Saskatchewan, 

FROM THERE the selected areas 
were narrowed down until the pro- 
portion of households to be sam- 
pled in different areas was adjust- 
ed to yield about one per cent of 
the households in the area. 

The week covered in the first 
bulletin was that of Nov. 11-17, 1945. 
As “employed” the survey con- 
sidered anyone who worked that 
week or had a job or business. 
Housewives, students and retired 
persons who worked more than an 
hour for pay or profit were “em- 
ployed”, as were persons who had a 
job but did not work because of 
weather, vacation, labor disputes 
or because of a temporary layoff 
with definite instructions to return 
to work within 30 days. 

“Employed”, too, were those 
whose main activity was seeking 
work but who worked more than 
an hour that week, unpaid family 
workers on farms or in businesses 
and farm women who devoted 
more than 20 hours a week to other 
than work in the bome. 

THE LABOR FORCE, as a defin- 
ition, consisted of employed and 
unemployed and_ represented 
“those who are either at work or 
have jobs or are available for work 
if they can find jobs”. 

The survey reduced that force to 
a number of tables. One showed 
that the force, covering persons 
older than 14, included 4,531,000 
that week of whom 1,902,000 were 
between 25 and 44 and 1,239,000 
were between 45 and 64. 

The ranks of the employed in- 
cluded 4,364,000—3,248,000 men and 
1,116,000 women. Of that total 
1,094,000 worked between 35 and 44 
hours, 1,654,000 between 45 and 54 
hours and 1,110,000 more than 55 
hours. 

AGRICULTURE accounted for 
1,054,000 workers—166,000 of them 
women. 

Of 3,308,000 non - agricultural 
workers 2,488,000 were paid work- 
ers for private employers. 

Of 167,000 unemployed, 31,000 
were women and of that same total 
58,000 were between 25 and 44 and 
106,000 had been seeking work be- 
tween one and three months.

60,000 War Dead Listed 


Abbey Has New Shrine 


LONDON, Jan. 31—(CP)—Westminster Abbey, historic burial 
place of Britain’s great, has a new shrine. It contains the first lists 
of nearly 60,000 civilians killed by enemy action in the United King- 
dom during the Second Great War, compiled by the Imperial War 
Graves Commission. 

Names of rich and poor, great and humble, now are enshrined 
in the Abbey where princes, statesmen and poets lie, and where 
Britain’s kings are crowned. 

The shrine, designed by Sir Charles Peers, surveyor to the Ab- 
bey, is fixed to the west wall of the chapel of St. George, close to 
the tablet to the 1,000,000 service dead of the First Great War and 
a few yards from the bright poppies surrounding the tomb of the 
unknown soldier. , 

The lists are in four volumes, bound by the late Douglas Cocke- 
rell in red leather. The shrine measures about three feet square on 
the front, and is two feet deep. One volume lies open and a page 
is turned daily.

Disclose Threat

THE BOX WAS received Tues- 
day and apparently postmarked at 
11:30 p.m. the previous night, 
Storms said. 

He said the writing, on the inside 
of the box, would be compared with 
the writing on the ransom note left 
when the six-year-old girl was 
abducted Jan. 7 by a killer who 
dismembered her body and drop- 
ped the pieces in sewers and catch 
basins in the vicinity of the girl's 
home.

Edmonton's Smart Store

Their method was irregular, but seven 
or eight hundred returned men in Vancouver 
seem to have solved their accommodation 
troubles. They just moved into the vacant 
Hotel Vancouver and said they intended to 
stay. 

Nobody of course undertook to put them 
out, Instead, the municipal, provincial and 
federal officials got busy and regularized 
the situation. The Rehabilitation Council is 
to lease the building and administer the pro- 
ject, the city, province and Dominion shar- 
ing the expense. Thus it is again demon- 
strated that possession is nine points in law. 

The moral is that where there is a suit- 
able building vacant in any Canadian centre, 
while ex-service men are without living quar- 
ters, the authorities should move in first, 
take over the building, and use it to house 
the veterans, 

It would not do to let the incident at Van- 
couver become a precedent for similar self- 
help action in other places. One affair of the 
kind can be overlooked, but to have it re- 
peated elsewhere would tend toward an- 
archy. To avoid this the authorities should 
act first where the circumstances are sim- 
ilar, 


Resuming Improvement 


The city council has approved a paving 
program for the year which will run in total 
cost to more than $521,000. Included in this 
is the sum of $132,530 which had been ap- 
propriated for work that could not be com- 
pleted in wartime. Not included in the pro- 
gram is paving to be done along some of the 
new routes where bus service is to be estab- 
lished, estimated to cost more than $300,v00. 

This is the largest amount of permanent 
street improvement undertaken for many 
years in Edmonton, It marks a resumption 
of the improvement policy which, on a small- 
er scale, was in operation before the war, 
and will make up a fair amount of the ar- 
rears due to that five-year interruption, 

A considerable proportion of this year's 
paving is to be done in residential areas, a 
departure from the pre-war practice of con- 
fining such work to streets in down-town 
business districts and to main radiating 
arteries. Except south of the river com- 
paratively few streets in strictly residential 
sections have been paved, and it will take 
some years of steady construction to bring 
Edmonton up to the standard of other cities 
in this respect. 

It is fortunate that the financial position 
makes it possible to carry out the permanent 
improvement of such streets on a broad 
scale, The dust nuisance, the mud nuisance, 
the wear and tear on motor cars and delivery 
trucks, all argue for as rapid progress as 
possible in giving home-owners and house- 
holders everywhere the advantages of paved 
roadways. 


A Costly Prelude 


Since both parties had agreed to accept 
his award, the report of Mr. Justice Rand 
ends the dispute which for three months 
last fall stalled the Ford plant at Windsor, 
left 10,000 men without wages, and dis- 
rupted business in the city. 

It is easy now to see how unfortunate 
was this costly prelude to settlement. That 
either party gained strategic advantage or 
anything else from the tie-up has not been 
claimed. That both lost money is clear 
enough, as that the business of the com- 
munity suffered, and the public were denied 
the use of the cars and trucks which could 
have been produced. The strike itself goes 
on the record as a total loss. 

Perhaps the settlement would not have 
heen made if the strike had not occurred. 
But that is at best arguable. And if so, it was 
a frightfully expensive way to bring about 
arbitration. Employers and employees gen- 
erally can hardly fail to recognize that fact. 


If they do recognize it, they are more likely | 


to prefer in future to resort to arbitration 
without shutting down the works and stop- 
ping production. 

The finding of the arbitrator is hailed by 
the head of the Congress of Labor as a 
victory for the principle of “union security”, 
All employees in the plant are required to 
pay dues to the union, though free to join it 
or not join. And a strike vote will not be 
legal unless non-members of the union are 
allowed to vote 


_ If this is satisfactory to organized labor, 
it is further cause for hope that industrial 
disagreements can in future be settled by 


peaceful methods without all parties—in- 


cluding the public—being subjected to the |

Though they 
meant something else, that was the best 
way the Nazi-infected youths could show 
the truth of what the preacher was saying. 


The new French government, like that 
of Premier Attlee in Britain, is calling for 
an “austerity” policy. The aim in either case 
is that the hard-hit country live within its 
sadly reduced means. There as elsewhere 
the evil that Hitler did lives after him, and 
his plan to cripple neighbor states has been 
successful to a serious degree. It will pay 
other nations, in security, to do what they 
can to help these stricken countries get back 
their economic strength as quickly as pos- 
sible, for they hold strategic positions on the 
fringe of the world’s great breeding-ground 
of wars.

Mr. Bracken’s interest in the 
problem of Dominion-provincial re- 
lations dates from the depression 
of the 1930's. He was among those 
whose insistent presentation of the 
case for a reconsideration of the 
finanicial relations of the two juris- 
dictions led to the appointment in 
1937 of the Rowell-Sirois commis- 
sion. 

When the Sirois report was an- 
nounced, Mr. Bracken approved 
it and asked for its early adoption. 
Following correspondence with Mr. 
King, a Dominion-provincial con- 
ference was called in January, 1941, 
to consider it. 

Mr. Bracken made a major sub- 
mission to the conference in 
support of the report. The com- 
mission’s main recommendation, 
he said, “is that the provinces 
should cease to use the following 
forms of taxation: Personal, in- 
come taxes, taxes on corporations 
or corporate income which would 
not be imposed on individuals or 
partnerships; and succession 
duties.” This recommendation, he 
said, should be adopted not only 
as a war measure but “as a peace- 
time necessity.” 

Failure to do so, he believed, 
would encourage the drift towards 
“disunity,” “disharmony,” “friction” 
and the “balkanization of the nine 
provinces and five economic areas 
of the Dominion.” If not checked, 
this drift would in the end, “shake 
the very foundations of the con- 
federation,” and “seriously weaken, 
if it does not destroy, the nation 
our fathers built.”

WHAT COULD BE said against 


this recommendations. Apparently, 
Mr. Bracken believed the only 


counter-point to be an appeal to) 


the constitution by some of the 
provinces. He dealt with this con- 
Stitutional argument as follows: “No 
doubt it could be argued that the 
right to impose these taxes is a 
provincial function and a part of 
provincial autonomy. But provincial 
governments do not tax for the 
mere sake of taxing; they tax in 
order to get the revenue with which 
to pay the cost of discharging pro- 
vincial functions of government. If, 
however, in lieu of these taxes the 
provinces are relieved of certain 
costly responsibilities and at the 
same time are given an adequate 
alternative source of revenue—one 
which is not given or withheld at 
the will of the federal government, 
but is established by law in accord- 
ance with a certain formula—then 
the alleged loss of autonomy aris- 
ing from the transfer of these taxes 
is but a technical and not a real 
loss.” 
* * 


HE THEN PROCEEDED to make 
his main point for the tax transfer. 

Unless the tax transfer was 
made there could be no escape 
from a tax structure whose 
iniquities were unbearable. At 
the time of Confederation only 
indirect taxes were in use. The 
Dominion took these taxes and 
later on had always endeavored 
to be fair to the provinces and 
either abstain from direct taxes 
(as with suceession duties up to 
1942) or impose them at a low 
enough level to permit the prov- 
inces to remain in the field.

province has to pay, indirectly 
though it be, so much sales taxes, 
customs taxes, and ofner indirect 
taxes to the Dominion government. 

To such a man, a low rate of in- 
come tax is of little significance, 
because the tax seldom reaches 
him; but the high indirect taxes im- 
posed by the present taxation 
scheme do reach him. And _ yet 
there can be no relief under the 
present system for such a person, 
by provincial measures, because 
the provinces do not control the 
taxes which are unduly burdening 
thim, 

Let us then, as provinces clearly 
understand that until the Domin- 
ion is given the sole power to im- 
pose these direct and progressive 
taxes . . the Dominion cannot 
lighten the burden on the people 
of low incomes without invading 
the provincial fields for alternative 
revenues to the point of serious em- 
barrassment to provincial finances. 

* * * 

IN THE WEALTHY provinces 
direct taxes were lower than in the 
less wealthy provinces. Thus the 
“wealthy of the wealthy provinces”, 
have a relative sanctuary from pro- 
vincial taxation, 

Our system of taxation, said 
Mr. Bracken, would appear to 
have been based upon the bibli- 
cal statement: “For he that hath, 
to him shall be given; and he that 
hath not, from him shall be taken 
away that which he hath”, 

Dominion revenue from indirect 
taxation was needed to service 
the national debt. But under the 
prevailing system—unless the Do- 
minion obtained exclusive possess- 
ion of the direct taxes—this would 
involve taxing the poor for the 
benefit of the rich. “We can never 
build up a sound system of public 
finance in Canada by taxing the 
low income groups for the benefit 
of the high income groups. Yet that 
has been’ the result of the manner 
in which the revenues and func- 
tions of government have been 
divided between the Dominion and 
the provinces by the interpreta- 
tions given in practice to the tax- 
ation sections of the Canadian con- 
stitution”. 

When the failure of the con- 
ference was evident, Mr. Bracken 
declared that he believed in this 
solution, “I did so before and I do 
now and I expect to continue 
doing so”.

FOLLOWING THE FAILURE of 
the Dominion-provincial confer- 
ence in January, 1941, Mr. Bracken 
returned home to launch a crusade 
for the implementation of the 
Sirois report, “or its equivalent”, 

On January 27, 1941, he deliv- 
ered a radio address in which he 
declared that, “it was the premier 
of Ontario who led in the obstruct- 
ion of the plan”. He referred to 
Ontario as the chief beneficiary of

In order that he might better 
pursue this important goal, Mr. 
Bracken, in November 1940, had 
formed a coalition government. The 
purpose in view were then stated 
as: (1) the prosecution of the war: 
(2) the improvement of western 
agriculture; and (3) the implemen- 
tation of the Sirois report. 

To abridge the record, a year 
later, on January 21, 1942, Mr 
Bracken was on the same line. In 
an address to the Kiwanis club of 
Winnipeg, he said: 

“The recommendations of the 
commission were favorable to us. 
The remedies would haye accom- 
plished not only the removal of 
the obvious inequities but would 
have provided the greatest step 
towards national unity this coun- 
try has ever known, That desirable 
end for the moment has been 
denied us, But as long as we have 
the courage of free men, the 
recommendations of their equi- 
valent must continue to be our 
goal... We must not fail to keep 
these major questions before those 
who have jurisdiction over them 
and at a suitable opportunity jus- 
tice must be demanded and expect- 
ed at their hands.”

Consider, for example, the case 
of the European Coal Organization. 
This body was set up to try to 
apportion the limited available 
stocks of coal among all the coun- 
tries of Europe. Russia was at 
first enthusiastic in its support of | 
the formation of the ECO. But 
when they found that the rules of 
membership required them to dis- 
close figures about their own coal 
stocks and also how much they 
were obtaining from Poland, they 
walked out, quickly followed by 
their satellites, Czechoslovakia, Po- 
land and Jugoslavia. Thus a sensi- 
ble attempt to apportion the coal 
of Europe in a fair manner has 
been largely sabotaged by Russian 
selfishness—-and countries like 
Jugoslavia will have to pay the 
price. 


* * * 


ECO HAS NO executive func- 
tions. It can only recommend to 
its members where they should sell 
their coal, In practice, however, 
various government's always:act on 
ECO's advice. Now that Jugoslavia 
has withdrawn from ECO at the 
request of the Kremlin, she receives 
no more coal from this source. Yet, 
strangely enough, UNRRA con- 
tinues to send coal supplies to Jugo- 
slavia and, ironically enough, most 
of it comes from British and Ameri- 
can pits and will be paid for with 
British and American money. 

At the moment, UNRRA is able 
to supply Jugoslavia with only one- 
half of what is considered to be the 
country’s minimum requirements. 
So the Jugoslavs are being kept 


colder than they need be, and 
their industrial recovery is being 
delayed in order to suit the power 
politics of the Kremlin. 

Under its charter, UNRRA is 
rightly precluded from imposing 
any political conditions on its sup- 
plies. But it is intolerable that a 
country like Jugoslavia, which is 
deriving benefit from this great 
humanitarian scheme, should be 
able to sabotage the work of other 
organizations which are working 
for the same purposes.

THE VAST MAJORITY of the 
Peoples of the world hoped we 
were now going to build a system 
of society in which Governments 
would refrain from tactics of this 
sort, It is becoming increasingly 
obvious that this hope is illusory. 

It is particularly disquieting that 
this disillusionment should be in 
the economic field. Of all the 
fundamental beliefs of Marxists 
the most cardinal is the doctrine 
that wars arise from economic 
causes, In the case cited above, we 
see convinced Marxists deliberate- 
ly wrecking an experiment in inter- 
national economic co-operation.

Canadian Flag 


Editor Bulletin: In your issue of 
the 9th instant Mr. J. H. Palmer ob- 
jects to a statement by a previous 
correspondent that the red ensign 
is unworthy of adoption as Can- 
ada’s national flag. Apparently he 
bases his objection on the splendid 
record of the British merchant 
marine during the war. The mer- 
chant marine of other nations 
also did splendid work and their 
people are justly proud of their 
flags but that cannot be con- 
sidered as an. argument that 
Canada should adopt any one of 
them or a flag composed of all 
their symbols. No matter what 
their efforts were such flags are 
“unworthy of adoption as Canada’s 
national flag” for the simple and 
conclusive reason that no one of 
them would be distinctively Can- 
ada and properly represent Can- 
ada. 

The design of a national flag 
should be bold and distinctive so 
that it can be easily recognized as 
the flag of the country it repre- 
sents. The British red ensign with 
the Canadian badge in the fly and 
containing the Union Jack in the 
place of honor can be recognized 
only as a British flag, the badge be- 
ing lost in the folds and flappings 
of the flag. It cannot be recognized 
as a Canadian flag and is therefore 
unworthy of being approved as our 
national flag. 

There are dozens of badges au- 
thorized for use on the British red 
and blue ensigns making distinc. 
tion between them impossible.

Editor, Bulletin: In view of the 
fact that strikes are threatening to 
disrupt the whole industrial world, 
which will cause inconvenience and 
hardship to both the strikers them-

Are not the wives of these 
workers just as much concerned 
about the cost of living as the 
wives of all other bodies of 
workers? If these workers get a 


|raise then this will be followed by 


other strikers for wage in- 
creases also—and so the cost of 
living will rise all round, and the 
increase in wages will be nullified, 

There is a better way and trade 
unionists should study it the same 
as farmers are doing. The produc- 
tion of goods and services is the 
job of the farmers, packing-house 
and steel workers, etc, — but their 
kind of production does not pro- 
duce a single dollar. ~ No! Why? 

Because the people have con- 
ferred the power for the production 
of dollars on the bankers and they 
and they alone have the power and 
right to do this. However, we need 
a sufficient supply of dollars to 
carry on our business. Therefore 
those who have the power to pro- 
duce the dollars are in control of 
wage levels and prices, and the 
satisfactory performance of this 
important function is determined 
by the method by which purchas- 
ing power is put into the hands of 
the people.

someone to wait on him. If he!

The 
baby is as eager to sleep as the 
parent is to have him. 

WHEN THE BABY CANNOT 
fall asleep shortly after feeding,
